Abscesses soon began to form on differ- 


ent parts of his body. His finger and toC- 
uails began ta drop off, his teeth to coir.c 
out, and at last tho lower Jaw showed 
svmptoms of crumbling away. Ha knew 
very woll that the phosphorus lie was talc- 
ing was the cause of all Ids troubles, but 
he delayed seeking medical assistance, be- 
cause ho full sure thnt he would be nbligud 
to give up tho druu' to which lio had now be- 
come an abject, slave.

The patient was taken to tho operating 


room, and other was mlmlr.lslerod by tlio 
liouso sin-soon. 
In the 
delirium which 


comes IB the early singes- of umusthesiii, ho 
struggled frnutical'.v to get free, and con- 
stantly implored tho doctor to give him " a 
httlo phosphorus." 
When well under the 


cilec'-s of the other, the doctor selected a 
keen-edged scalpel and made an Incision 
from tho point of tho chin to tho '.ou-er lip, 
tho vermilion border of which was care- 
fully avoided. From the point of the chin, 
or sympiesis, the incision was curried to 
tho riKht along the undiir side nf l.hn hone 
to tho protuberance under tlio o:'.:1. A simi- 
lar Inelfiou was raudc on t!io uiiposiio side 
of tho faco. Then the checks ul both sides 
were dissected from tbo bone, and the 
loosened llesh relleelcd up in II:,ps over the 
faco. Tins exposed tho festering bone in 
all !ts hldcousness. It was a mass of cor- 
ruption. Puss oo/,ed from it and from the 
tissues about it. There was also consider- 
able hemorrhage, The bone was carefully 
seized with furccps, and crumbled even uu- 
der the lightest pressure. As the bone 
would break away a new huld was taken, 
until it had been removed up to tlio limit of 
tho incision. Thus it was literally eheu-ed 
away. To complete tho removal of what 
remained, the incision had to bo enlarged, 
tbe knife being run through the tissues in 
front of tho ear. 


Tho right of articulation was removed 


with great ease, It was no:, so b;id'.y afTuct- 
cd as tlie left, but was loose from all tend- 
onous or muscular nttiu.-hments. The left 
nrticulatlon had been the scut of a recent 
abscess, and the tendons :itid bone were 
mixed with unhealthy granulating tissue. 
This hail to bo cut aivay and tlie tendons 
severed before tlio sequestra was fully re- 
moved. A'.l tho diseased and ulcerating 
tissues were scraped with a sharp spoor, 
scoop and the open surfaces washed with a 
solution of bichloride o[ mercury. Then be- 
gan the tedious and delicate task of repair- 
ing damages. Tho tlaps were put back ir. 
thoir normal position and su'nred with line 
carboll/.cd silk. Tho muscles of tho tongue, 
throat aud face wore brought together and 
held in such position that thoy would \mito 
to each other in absence of tho jawbone, 
their natural attachment place, by silver 
sutures. This completed the operation. 


During the lirst two weeks of the patient's 


convalescence he Siifl'cred greatly for phos- 
phorus, but none was nf.owod him. lie wa?, 
however, given morphine freely during the 
L'rst week. Two weeks aftci- the opc-rution 
a light frame, made ot gold, in the shape ol 
a jawbone, was placed iiisiila his mouth, and 
at once corrected tho horrible appearance 
left after the bone's removal. This gold jaw 
is so arranged that it will bo fully under the 
action of the facial muscles, and will carry a 
still lower set of teeth. He will havo a set 
of false teotb above also. Ue left the hos- 
pital a few days ago, fully recovered. Tho 
wounds had healed very quickly, in spile of 
tho surgeon's forebodings. 
He disclaims 


any longing for phosphorus, and declares 
he would rather clio than again become the 
victim of any drug habit.
